They expressed their hatred for En- 
glishmen .lust as much as for Ameri- 
cans and declared they would .destroy 
my ship and ail aboard. 1 decided to 
get away as soon as possible. 


"I save orders to get ready for sea 


and visited the Venezuelan consul, who 
rep •esented the United States govern- 
ment, to .have my papers attended to. 


"1 had no sooner left the ship than a 


croud began fallowing me. hooting lit 
me. I paid no attention and continued 
on up the street until I reached the Al- 
bion hotel, where the consulate is lo- 
cated. The fast increasing mob gath- 
ered outside the hotel and when they 
discovered I was in conversation with 
the consul of Venezuela they stoned 
the place. 
The American flag, which 


was in the consul's office, was torn 
ribbons and trodden upon the streets, 
and the American coat of arms was 
shattered to atoms.

smashed every window in it.

"Soon after we Ictt Gibraltar, 


small craft were sighted astern and I 
did not take us long to make them ou 
to be Spanish torbedo bosits. They wer 
evidently in pursuit of us and for thir- 
ty miles they followed us, but 
when 


night came on we put on a full head of 
steam and ran for the open sea. "We 
kept going lively all night and when 
day dawned our pursuers were no 
where in sight"

It- was educated at Eton and at Christ 
church. Oxford. In 1831 liu ,-;niduated 
is a double first class.

mowed himself a strong opponent of all 
idvanced measures of political reform; 
n fact he was at that time a pro- 
lounccd Conservative.

n pursuance of. this Gladstone was 
elected for the borough of Newark. 
In the House of Commons in 1833 the 
young orator made a decided impres- 
iion.

In 1354 he was appointed junior lord 


nf the tre;isiiry by Sir Robert reel. In

the Board of Trade. In 1S1I he was 
elected to represent Oxford University 
in politics, and held the position for IS 
yeais.

The city of San Juan Is situated in a 


long narrow pocket. A tongue o! high 
land separates it from the ocean. The 
entrance of the harbor is easily defend- 
ed and the same can be said of the 
highlands of lofty Cabraz Island which 
lies in the throat nf the passage. These 
headlands have been fortified by the 
Spanish, hut they did not prove In any 
way dangerous to our warships 
The 


town of San Juan is on one side oi the 
hay and in the rear of the town rise 


igh hills. To reach the city the ships 
iust pass Morro Castle fortifications 
nd the battery of Ran Carlos, situated 
n a promontory at the cast entrance of 
ho harbor.

PLAN OF ACTION.

•ound, but tlie Montgomery, from her 
station near Fort Canuelo, wrought de- 
.trur-tion. With glasses the ofiiccrs of 
he Montgomery could see the occn- 
;»ants of the forts jumping over the 
walls and running away. The Detroit, 


hich went nearest to Morro, had to 
•ain her guns at a high angle. Her 


•shots directed at the north side of Mor- 
ro cut deep furrows in the face of the 
fortifications. 


The Iowa, leading the fleet, delivered 


tier deadly missies with great accuracy 
upon Morro's northern walls.
